Registration for the fall semester 
at Louisiana Tech has reached a 
total of 2,882 students, giving the 
college the largest enrollment of 
non-veterans in its history. 

The present number of Tech stu¬ 
dents includes 1,758 mm and 774 
women, the total being an increase 
of 274 students or 12,1 per cent above 
the enrollment of 2,258 here in the 
fall of last year. 

The enrollment last fail was 14.3 
per cent above the total for the fall 
of 1852; thus the enrollment at the 
college has increased more than 28 
per cent In the last two fall terms, 
college officials pointed out 
The present total of 2,532 includes 
382 men students under GX h-m.«, 
leaving a total of an even 2X08 non- \ 
veterans. In the fall of 1940, the 
peak enrollment of Tegular Students 
was 2,128 or 74 less than the present 
2,280 non-veterans. 

Gf the 322 students attending Tech 
under G.L provisions, 318 are vet¬ 
erans of the Korean war and 18 are 
veterans of World War II.
